The cypress was a sappllng 
at the turn of the middle 
ages and was a large struc¬ 
ture when Columbus discover¬ 
ed America. 

The tree and 12 acres of 
land became a state park about 
three months ago with the land 
being donated by Mr. Eli Till¬ 
man of Sharon. A road is 
expected to be built to the 
tree soon. 

According to a list of trees 
issued by the American For¬ 
estry Association three years 
before the Weakley County 
wonder was brought to the at¬ 
tention of the outside world, 
no other eastern tree even 
approaches it's size. Only 
the sequoias and redwoods of 
California and possibly some 
as yet undiscovered cedar or 
Douglas fir in the remote 
Northwest are larger.

The Graduate Resume Ac¬ 
cumulation and Distribution 
System is a new computerized 
means of matching your job 
specifications with the quali¬ 
fications of college alumni. 
A non-profit enterprise of the 
College Placement Council, 
the system is designed to give 
employers throughout the 
country a chance to locate 
college graduates with a four- 
year degree or more who are 
currently seeking new pro¬ 
fessional opportunities. This 
system handles all tvnes of 
disciplines including 
engineering, science, liberal 
arts, business and finance. 

GRAD is basically an elec¬ 
tronic repository where pro¬ 
fessional resumes are sub¬ 
mitted, categorized by job 
specification, and sent to em¬ 
ployers Immediately upon 
their request. 

Computer technology has 
advanced to the stage where 
qualifications of alumni can 
be scanned on a nation-wide 
basis at a nominal cost. 

In order to participate, 
an alumnus must apply through 
his placement office and ob¬ 
tain the endorsement of that 
office on his GRAD system 
resume form.

Averaging 
over 280-yards a game, ASPC 
has one of the finest running 
backs in the nation in full¬ 
back John Ogles, The Gover¬ 
nors all-time total offense 
leader, the 190-pound senior 
had 2,571 yards to his credit 
going Into the Tech tilt. Ogles 
has racked-up 42 points this 
season to lift his career total 
to 132. 

Senior end Ronnie Par¬ 
sons is another top perfor¬ 
mer. In addition to 995-yards 
in pass receptions, he has 
booted 10 of 19 field goals. 
Field general Carl Williams 
is an offensive leader In his 
own right. The junior has a 
total offense figure of 904- 
yards. 

Defensively, junior line¬ 
backer, Phillip Farinella, 
heads a host of stingy line¬ 
men. Farinella has 45 tackles 
and 61 assists to record. 
Freshman Howell Flatt has 
a knack for aerial thievery. 
He has four “oskies” this 
year. 

The Orangemen who suf¬ 
fered the worst loss In history 
when the Govs humiliated 
UTMB 49-0 last fall are 
hungary for revenge 1 Hits 
year the Vols have a few "big 
guns’’ themselves. Offensive¬ 
ly, coach Carroll’s squad has 
three rushers with over 500- 
yards. Fullback Bobby Hayes 
has blasted the opposition for 
565-yards, Running mates 
Larry Shanks and Jim Wiggins 
have 597 and 546, re¬ 
spectively. 

On the other side of the 
line, the Volunteers have their 
best defensive eleven in years. 
The forward - wall (Nunamak- 
er, Taffoni, and Lewellen)and 
line-backers Cook, Beaird, 
and Bailey have allowed only 
85-yards per game rushing. 
In the secondary, Martin de¬ 
fenders have plcked-off 15 of 
the enemies’ passes. Robbie 

Smith and Tommy Baker lead 
in that department with sixand 
five interceptions, respect¬ 
ively. 

Saturday will be the eighth 

meeting for UTMB and APSC. 
The Big Orange holds a slim 
4-3 series edge. This marks 
the season’s finale for the 
Vols. Austin Peay winds up 
their slate Nov. 26, against 
Chattanoga.
